She was 
the biggest of the Russian East Asiatic 
Company’s steamers and has brought 
thousands of immigrants to America. 
She was equipped with wireless and it 
is supposed the wireless operator still 
was retained when the Korea was trans- 
formed into a freighter as the character 
of her cargoes, iron and ore, made here 
trips long and perilous, owing to the 
chances of rough seas displacing the 
great weight. 

When she began carrying the ore the 
Korea steamed between Philadelphia 
and Norwegian ports. She was a steel, 
screw steamer, built in 1889, with 6163 
tonnage. Shée was 409 feet long, 49 feet 
wide and 19 feet deep. 

It is presumed in the absence of de- 
tails in Commodore Baxter’s report that 


the Korea encountered heavy seas when: 


half way across the Atlantic and that 
the great weight of iron ore which she

Village Marshal Declares 
Youngsters Are Responsible 
for Deafening Explosions. 


Kirkwood, in this era of “puffs,”’ has 
a n r nts of its own, who

This is the explanation given by W. 
L. Kinyon. Marshal of Kirkwood, of 
two mysterious dynamite explos- 
fons which occurred Thursday night. 
One happened at 8:30 p. m., Un- 
der the United Railways bridge across 
the Missouri Pacific tracks at Clay ave- 
nue, Kirkwood. The other tore a hole 
in the earth near the boundary line of 
Tuxedo Park and Webster Groves, an 
hour later. 

Both explosions were heard for more 
than three miles and shook .all crockery 
and window panes ef the suburb. As 
Kirkwood is a quiet town, many of its 
inhabitants were shaken in their beds 
by the detonations, and thought an 
earthquake had eoccurred. No damage 
was done in elther case. 

“Thefe is a gang of idle youths in 
Kirkwood,” said Kinyon, “who want to 
wake the town up. Nothing has hap- 
pened for the last few months, and they 
are afraid Kirkwood is disappearing 
from the map. The dynamiters don't 
wish to do any harm, but merely to 
start something. 

“I Know who these boys are, and 
if P run across any of them [I'll lock 
thém up. They usually wait until 
I’m at the other end of the village 
before starting their pranks. 

“I can’t imagine where they got the 
dynamite, for none has been reported 
missing in the vicinity.”

Shippers Unanimously Agree 


to Appoint a Committee 
to Treat With Roads. 


TO IGNORE TERMINAL 


Negotiations for Rate. Read- 


justment Will Be on Indi- 
vidual Basis. 


The Post-Dispatch plan of ne- 
gotiating directly with the heads 
of the railroaé proprietaries of the 
Terminal-Association, in the cam- 
paign to abolish the bridge arbi- 
trary, was adopted by a commit- 
tee of shippers Friday at the Mer- 
cantile Club. 

It was unanimously decided to 
call'a meeting of the St. Louis 
shippers at 8:30 p. m. Wednesday 


at the Mercantile Club to appoint 


a committee of representative men 
to arrange a treaty with the rail- 


road presidents for- the readjust- 


ment of freight rates into the city 
and the abolishment of arbitrary. 
[t was declared useless to negotiate 
with the Terminal itself, as it has 
come to be regarded as the creat- 
ure of the railroads. The Termi- 


nal will, therefore, be ignored in 
the negotiations. 

As eight of the presidents of eastern 
railreads entering St. Louis have sig- 
nified their willingness, through the 
Post-Dispatch, to confer with a commit- 
tee of St. Louis merchants concerning 
the adjustment of freight rates, it is be- 
Heved that there will be little difficulty 
in arranging a conference. in the near 
future. 

Ten Months Armistice. 

In the meantime, the committee recom- 
mends that an armistice of 10 months 
be declared with the Terminal, so that 
negotiations for the solution of the 
arbitrary may be conducted under a 
flag of truce. 

The members of the committee, whose 

meeting lasted an hour, are H. W. Peters, 
Cc. W. Mansur, Forrest Ferguson, 
George W. Simmons, Charles A. Stix, 
Elias Michael, R. H. Stockton, Robert 
Holmes and Jackson Johnson. 
, The agreement of the committee to 
resort to arbitration is considered sig- 
nificant, for its personnel was supposed 
to represent the two extremes of opin- 
ion concerning the Terminal. Peters and 
Johnson were active and influential in 
defeating the Termnal’s Ranken tract 
Dill. 

Simmons, on the contrary, engineered 
the memorial signed by business men 
urging the House of Delegates to vacate 
the Mill Creek Valley acres, and Stix 
was the first man to sign the memorial. 

Hopes for Fair Legislation. 

Jackson Johnson, chairman of the 
commmittee, says it is his hope that the 
shippers: will be able, before the expira- 
tion of the proposed armistice, to obtain 
legislation. which will be fair both to the 
city and to the railroads. 

“Tt. will be sought,’’ he said, “to ig- 
nore the Terminal Association and deal 
directly with the railroads themselves. . 

“Though I am in favor of the aboll- 
tion of the arbitrary, I suppose that both 
sides will have to make concessions to 
reach an agreement that will be mutual- 
ly acceptable.” 

“at first blush,” said Anderston, “I 
should say that !f the Terminal violates 
the law it should be showed no more 
consideration than ‘anyone else, espe- 
cially when the fact of its guilt ‘s es- 
tablished by juries of panera busi- 
ness men. 

Will Continue Filing Suits. 

“But I do not wish to be a stumbling 
block. I see that Henry W. Peters 
signed the resolution urging a respite of 
penalties for the Terminal...

DIVORCED LAST. FALL 


Colonel Away on His Yacht 
in the Tropics When the 
Suit-Was Filed. 


NEW YORK, March 4.—Mrs. Alva 
Willing Astor was today absolutely 
divorced from Col. John J. Astor. An 
interlocutory decree granted several 
months ago was confirmed by Jus- 
tice Mills of the Supreme Court at 
White Plains after, according to au- 
thentic information, attorneys for 
both sides had agreed upon a lump 
settlement of $10,000,000 for .Mrs. 
Astor and alimony of $300,000 a year. 

What disposition the Court has made 
of the two Astor children still is in 
doubt. Papers in the case were re- 
turned to Mrs. Astor’s counsel and he 
immediately ‘boarded a train without 
making public their contents. 

Fifal proceedings in the divorce suit 
cf the wealthiest of New Yorkers was 
of a perfunctory nature. After a pass- 
ing reference to the interlocutory de- 
gree, counsel for Mrs. Astor moved that 
the decree be confirmed and Attorney 
Lewis Cass Ledyard, for Col. Astor, 
made no objection. 

Justice Mills signed the final decree 
and the papers in the case will be filed 
later with the County Clerk in Pough- 
keepsie, The motion of Mrs. Astor’s 
counsel Was made in open court and no 
private cofiference of the attorneys and 
the Judge preceded it. 

Mrs. Astor brought suit in New York 
last October for an absolute decree of 
divorce.

Miss .Florence Richardson, seated on 
the speakers’ platform, shook her pret- 
ty head and along with her head the 
gorgeous plumes of the first Chanticleer 
hat that has made its appearance in 
St. Louis. 

And the meeting was something to 
crow about. “The only disturbers at the 
gathering were a few over-enthusiastic 
men who had wandered in by mistake 
and taken seats in the “‘bald-head” row. 

: Young Men Had Fun. 

The young men thought the discus- 
sion funny and gave vent to théir feel- 
ings in laughter. They enjoyed every- 
thing. immensely, from the ideas ad- 
vanced on the feminene principle in ‘the 
divine idea down to the question of why 
a daughter who inherited her father’s 
legal talent would not inherit his whis- 
kers as well.

After 
searching for them in vaia, the mob dis- 
persed. All saloons were closed at 12 
o'clock by order of the Police Commis- 
stone?. Mayor Stephen May and Sheriff 
Ledbetter joined -in a call to the militia, 
but the troops were not used. 

The mob, which came mostly from the 
couhtry/- assembled at the Courth 
early. Alléii Brooks was brought from 
Sherman, where he had been in Jail to 
avoid lynching sincé the day he .at- 
tacked Maty Ethel Buvens, %% years 
61d, one week ago today. .The mob wore 
no masks, hér made any effort. te con- 
ceal identities. They made it clear at 
the béginzitig that if the trial proceed- 
ed at once the law could take its 
course, If délay# were ‘sought and téch- 
ticalities resorted to, then Judge Lynch 
would hold court.

The Pest-Dispatch stated on Jan. 19 
the President's position as being that 
of ‘a man who didn’t give a rap about 
the consequetice as long as he believed 
he was right. It was stated at that 
time that he intended that the Repub- 
lican party's promises in the campaign 
as interpreted by him should be carried 
gut and that “laws can be enacted 
only by party.” 

For that reason the President at the 
time stated that he necessarily would 
werk with the party leaders in the twe 
houses, meaning Messrs. Aldrich and 
Cannon. 

The President, while admitting, as he 
frequently has done, that Senator Al- 
drich is a “much higher tariff man” 
than himself, also believes that Mr. Al- 
drich is working in harmony with the 
White House on the presidential pro- 
gram. He does not agree with Senator 
Aldrich on a number of questions, nor, 
largely, On administrative matters, but 
he finds Mr. Aldrich behind him in 
keeping the party. pledges and. is his 
friend on that party, and, as the Presi- 
dent believes, patriotic basis. 


Believes Aldrich Maligned. 

The President believes that Mr. Al- 
drich has been much maligned by ad- 
‘verse newspaper comment. 

Regarding Mr. Cannon. the Presi- 
dent’s position is that Cannon is in a 
position of power in the House and 
that, generally, although to a lesser de- 
gree than Mr. Aldrich, Mr. Cannon has 
done good work for the party and the 
nation. It is no secret that the Presi- 
dent would be delighted if Mr. Can- 
non would announce openly that he 
would not again be a candidate for 
Speaker, That statement was made by 
the President at Hot Springs after his 
election, and before he took office and 
he has not changed his mind. But the 
President is satisfied that the undue 
popularity of Cannon at one time is 
balanced by an equally unjust criticism 
of him at this time. 

In brief Mr. Aldrich and Mr. Cannon 
are the men at the helm at present 
and are to be considered by an Execu- 
tive who wishes to get his measures 
made into law even if that Executive 
doesn’t think a whole lot of tHe lead- 
ers on whom he must rely, : 

The Presidént will not be surprised if 
the néxt House of Representatives is 
Democratic. He has made this state- 
ment to a number of visitors and has 
written it to personal friends. For that 
reason, believing, as he does, that the 
last tariff act was an improvement, and 
that further tinkering at this time may 
disturb business seriously, the President 
hopes that the coming Democratic vic- 
tory will not extend to the Senate. fle 
has expressed the hope, both to callers 
and tn ietters that Senator Beveridge 
will be re-elected from Indiana. Friends 
of the President " that Beveridge, in 
the White House ‘estimation occupies 
much the same position as the things 
that the subway is paved, with—good 
Intentions, but so uncertain as to what

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Friends of 
the administration Postal Savings” Bank 
bill did not feel greatly assured 4s to 
its prospects of passage when the Sen- 
ate resumed consideration of the meas- 
ure today with the idea of disposing of 
it during the day.

With the ead in view of establishing 
such a system, he said, he had intro- 
duced his amendment providing for the 
investment of funds in Government se- 
curities and éxpressed the opinion that 
without some such. provision the bill 
would be invalid.

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SETTLING THE TERMINAL PROBLEM. 


If terminal charges in addition te regular traffic 
rates are not already a prohibitive tariff on the 
extension of the trade of any city on which they 
are levied, they must become so unless complete- 
ly absorbed or abolished. 

: ITI. 

As & monopoly system, the present St: Louis Term!- 
nal Association was organized to prevent other rail- 
roads from competing with the Gould lines. This 
is locally important now only because Terminal 
charges as a local tax on St. Louis business have 
kept the elty from the full use of its natura] advan- 
tages and opportunities in competing with other 
cities. In railroad business the terminal rates on St. 
Louls busines’ have operated against railroad busi- 
ness as a whole. They check it at the center. 

It is. not a matter of theory; but of history that 
the terminal charges have this effect. The history 
goes back to 1832 in §t.. Louis and there is no break 
in it between that year and 1910. In 1882 Dr. William 
Taussig, as general manager of the Eads Bridge, 





then controlled by Jay Gould, planned the Terminal! | 


system. He had what he himself has explained over 
his signature ag ‘“‘the underlying idea” that other- 
wise all the roads except the Missouri Pacific system 
and the Wabash would handle their own business in 
their own way without control] by the Eads Bridge 
systém. He feared the city would be entered from the 
Bast by an increasing number of railroads, perhaps 
building bridges of their own and using their own 
terminals, in sharp competition with the rates of the 
St. Louis bridge and the other Gould terminal proper- 
ties. In his own language, he ‘‘could not Close his 
eyes to the fact” that the managers of other roads 
had “suspicions and fears” which ‘“‘even if ground- 
less, would be apt to divert business from the bridge 
and make other roads look around for other avenues 
of river transfer, and thus seriously impair its reve- 
nues."” When he “frankly submitted” this to Jay 
Gould, he found that “Mr. Gould was too sagacious 
a man not to see the import of the facts.” He ap- 
proved the Taussig plans, and the result was the 
monopoly agreement of October, 1889, with six roads 
combined as lessees of the bridge and tunnel, etc.. 
guaranteeing the payment of the fixed charges and 
the interest on bonds issued by companies preceding 
them. : 

Taking the facts as Dr. Taussig states them, he 
and Jay Gould were both too “sagacious’’ between 
1882 and 1889 to allow St. Louis to have more than one 
bridge if it could. be helped or to leave other roads, 
not controlled then by the Gould interests, an open 
and inviting opportunity to establish themselves in 
the city on an independent basis with the city fully 
open to railroad business. This is the agreed case in 
history. This sagacity succeeded. Its success méant 
closing St. Louis against indepegdent entry by new 
lines- of railroad. It was intended to mean the re- 
striction of the city to’ the use of a single bridge. 
It was intended to perpetuate terminal tolls on St. 
Louis business and on railroad business. In the his- 
tory of the case as Dr. Taussig wrote it to illustrate 
the meaning. of sagacity, he complains of the Van- 
dalia road that after it had entered fully into the 
general plan as “the most ardent promoter of the 
scheme” (which was to “cork up” the city) it refused 
to sign and drew out, because it was “trading” for an. 
opportunity to use another bfidge. 

The agreed fact, in the case as stated by those 
who corked up the city, is that it was not corked up 
for its own benefit or for that of railroad business 
in general. It was a result of the astonishing sagaci- 
ty of Messrs. Taussig ahd Gould, combining unsa- 
gacious roads to compel the city to pay fixed charges 
and profits it could not have been compelled to pay 
otherwise, while at the same time these charges were 
acting from the center out against the increase of 
railroad business. 

On this record, St. Louls cannot do business and 
pay a local tax of any kind whatever on the~in- 
creasing terminals its railroads need now and wil! 
need in the next 10 yéars. Railroad experts all agree 
that they cannot do the business of the country with- 
out more room for the ends of their tracks in St. 
Louis and other terminal cities, Any sort of sagacity 
now which is not that of blind monopoly can see the 
point.

MONG the most delicious tidbits in South Africa is lion’s 
flesh, which is in high favor among aborigines and certain 


classes of Boer trekkers. 


The tiger is eaten in many parts 


of India, not only for the edible qualities, but also because it is Sih 
posed to impart strength and cunning. 
Bear’s flesh, and especially smoked bear’s tongue, are most 


expensive delicacies in Germany. 


Though many Europeans have 


declared it tastes like soft leather and mucilage, the flesh of the 
elephant is a favorite dish in Africa and India. A’baked elephant’s 
foot is a choiee morsel, says the Troy Budget. 

In upper Egypt and in Siam crocodile flesh is publicly sold as 
food, while’ in Santo Domingo and parts of Central America the 
cayman is eaten, roasted or boiled. 

The green lizard, though Americans usually anecciate him with 
slime, is enthusiastically relished by many in the south of Italy and 
Spain. But they are not in it with the Greeks, who do not really 
relish their soup unless it has in it bits of adder.

WASHINGTON, March 4—The De- 
partment of. Justice has taken official 
cognizance of the admission of Senator 
Jetf Davis of Arkansas that he Is finan- 
cially intérested in legislation pending 
before Congress. 

Attorney-General Wickersham said to- 
day that the statements of the Arkansas 
Senator and the laws which may apply 
to his actions as an attorney and as a 
Senator are being examined in the De- 
partment of Justice. 

The Attorney-General said he had read 


the newspape® accounts of Senator 
‘Davis’ admissions, but had formed no 


opinion. He examined the sections of 
the penal code which appear to bear on 
the Davis case. He declined to express 


an opinion whether Senator Davis had 
| ¥iolated the law, but by his manner con- 


firmed the belief of other attorneys that 
that the matter is propér subject for 
inquiry. 

The Attorney-General, in discussing 
the matter referred to the Mitchell and 
Burton cases in whith two United States 
senators weré convicted. 

Seem to Fit Penal Code. 

The given statement of facts in the 
Davis case seems to the department to 
fit the penal code. Mr. Davis testified 
before a House committee urging the 
passage of an act which would clear 
the title of some Arkansas swamp lands 
in which clients of his had an interest 
or expected to acquire one. He stated 
that the clearance of the titles would 
give him a fee which he had expected 
as attorney in the case. 

The Attorney-General is of the opinion 
that the initiation of any prosecution of 
Davis would be in the body to which he 
belongs.

FLOOD IS THREATENED 


Snowslide Only One of} 


Many: Disasters in North- 
west Recently. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
EVERETT, Wash, March 4—Rumors 


that. ten persons who had been buried 
near Scenic at the mouth of the Cascade 
Tunnel. had been found alive were dis- 
sipated early this morning and it now 


is considered certain that the death toll 
of the avalanche which swept down the 
side of ‘the mountain will reach 100 and 
it may be 120. 

While the horror of the situation 
grows, thréugh lack of ability to get 
definite information, the avalanche is 
only one of the many disasters which 
have visited the Northwest in the last 
few days. 

Early in the week more than 30 were 
killed by a snowslide and the following 
day the avalanche at Scenic occurred. 
During the days which followed it is 
estimated that 30 or more persons lost 
their lives in smaller slides in the moun- 


‘tains. 


The disaster yesterday in Juneau, 
Alaska, was the third of large pro- 
portions which have visited the North- 
west country in four days. 

Survivors and members of the early 
relief parties returning from Wellington 
say that evidences of the power of the 
avalanche are seen on every hand. The 
body of Thelma Davis, a 3-year-old 
baby, was found at the base of a tree 
bound around with iron pipes and rods 
torn from the cars by the icy.mass. 

The snow storm,: which started last 
night and swept down the canyon to 
Scenic, changed: into a drenching rain 
this morning, increasing the discomfort 
and danger of the men digging for the 
bodies. 

The trip over the trafl from Welling- 
ton to Scenic is exceedingly hazardous 
‘and Great Northern officials are warn- 
ing sightseers to stay away. Great mas- 
ses of snow hang over the. bluffs ready 
to fall without. a moment’s warning. 
Avalanches occur frequently and there 
is great danger of being buried under 
the snow while climbing the trail.
